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Bring on the bike suit 

City agency no longer seeking dismissal of PPW case

The city will fight the Prospect Park 
West bike lane lawsuit on its merits, instead 
of seeking its dismissal on a technicality, 
lawyers told a judge on Wednesday. 

“We want to get to the merits of the 
case,” said city lawyer Mark Muschenheim. 
“We’re prepared to drop the statue of limi- 
tations defense to expedite the case.” 
Muschenheim’s comment came just 
days after Borough President Markow- 
itz swore under oath that Transportation 
Commissioner Janette Sadik-Khan told 
him the bike lane had been installed last 
year as a trial — a claim that, if true, would 
have allowed the case to go ahead. 

Before Wednesday, the city had been 
fighting the notion that the bike lane was a 
“trial” project because opponents’ lawsuit

against the bike lane had been filed too late 
to challenge a permanent city fixture. 

Though they’ll now get a chance to ar- 
gue their case, lawyers for Neighbors for 
Better Bike lanes, the opposition group that 
sued the city over the bike lane, slammed 
the city’s decision to move the case for- 
ward, saying that it has less to do with 
the merits and more to do with covering 
up foes’ primary contention that the city 
has fudged bike lane data to make the lane 


appear more successful than it is. 

“Big lies are being told to cover up 
smaller lies,” said Jim Walden, the group’s 
lawyer said after the hearing at Brook- 
lyn Supreme Court. 

The lawsuit, which was filed in March. 
Subpoenas were issued calling for testi- 
mony from longtime bike lane supporter 
Councilman Brad Lander (D-Park Slope), 
Sadik-Khan and Markowitz. 

This week, Markowitz — famous for 
his opposition to the Prospect Park West 
bike path — said in a sworn court state- 
ment that the city had lied to protect the 
controversial path. He testified that Sadik- 
Khan told him the lane was simply a “trial” 
project, not permanent one, as the city 
originally claimed in court.

Federal judge Eric Vitaliano ruled 
last Tuesday that the National Park 
Service broke the law when it de-

Free Pier 6 beach volleyball 
cut back in deal with league

A co-ed volleyball league 
will take over Pier 6 in Brook- 
lyn Bridge Park for two nights a 
week in exchange for providing 
free public workshops and fund- 
ing for court maintenance — the 
latest sign that public-private part- 
nerships are shoring up the wa- 
terfront park’s revenues. 

Metro Beach Sports, an orga- 
nizer of volleyball leagues city- 
wide, will host tournaments and 
coach children and adults at the 
park’s new sand courts as part 
of a pilot program that began on 
July 18. 


The new program, which runs 
until September, turns all three 
of the currently free courts into 
reserved fields for co-ed teams 
and paid individual play. 

“It’s a trial program, and we 
have high hopes for it,” said Nancy 
Webster, executive director of the 
Brooklyn Bridge Park Conser- 
vancy. “A very limited amount 
of league play will subsidize free 
public programming and court 
maintenance and add a public 
benefit to the courts.” 

Leagues will play on Monday 
and Wednesday nights from and 
one weekend day a month, and 
park-goers will be able to reserve

courts during select prime-time 
slots for $25 per hour — with a 
maximum of three reservations 
per user. 

Paying to play is nothing new, 


but the Conservancy’s partner-

Judge gives Ralph 
community service

Former Bay Ridge District 
Leader Ralph Perfetto was 
slapped with 70 hours of com- 
munity service for masquerad- 
ing as a lawyer in 2008 after a 
judge agreed with a prosecu- 
tor’s assertion that the victim- 
less crime was “an attack on the 
heart of the legal system.” 
Judge Alexander Jeong hit 
Perfetto with the sentence af- 
ter prosecutor Om Kakani de- 
manded 300 hours of punish- 
ment, arguing that pretending 
to be a lawyer is anything but 
a trivial offense. 

“This crime was an attack

on the heart of the legal sys- 
tem,” Kakani said. “It’s his hu- 
bris that has led us to this stage.

A jury had convicted Perfetto, 
a boxer turned private investiga- 
tor, for pretending to be a law- 
yer for his cousin at a routine ar- 
raignment proceeding on Aug. 
21, 2008. Little of substance was 
discussed at that hearing before 
Judge Evelyn LaPorte; Perfetto 
claims that he merely answered 
the judge’s questions and that a 
court officer told him to sign the 
document, known as a “notice of 
appearance.” 

DA Charles Hynes initially 
pursued the case, but then recused 
himself, citing the Shore Road 
resident’s political work.

A judge handed Atlantic Yards 
opponents a minor victory this 
week, ordering a new environ- 
mental review of Bruce Ratner’s 
$4.9 billion project — but one 
that is unlikely to halt the devel- 
opment of the under-construction 
Barclays Center. 

Last Wednesday, Supreme 
Court Judge Marcy Friedman 
ruled that the state acted ille- 
gally in 2009 when it approved 
the plan for the 22-acre Prospect 
Heights site without assessing the 
long-term impacts that its 25- 
year build-out would have on sur- 
rounding neighborhoods.

Coco66 club 
gets 86’ed 

Cops shutter 'rowdy' 
Greenpoint club after 
liquor license violation

Call it CoClosed66. 

Police raided the rowdy bar Coco66 early on Sunday 
morning and arrested its owner for allegedly selling al- 
cohol without a license for more than a week. 

The N YPD, the State Liquor Authority and several other 
agency inspectors stormed into the Greenpoint Avenue club 
just after midnight on July 10, served a buildings violation, 
and poured out nearly $8,000 worth of spirits. 

“This is something I’ve wanted to do for a while — 
we’ve had noise complaints about the place,” said 94th 
Precinct Deputy Inspector Terence Hurson, adding that 
dumping the booze down the drains “took a while.” 

But Coco66 owner David Kelleran, who was in custody 
at the Greenpoint stationhouse for 36 hours, said he was 
being “bullied” by both the police and his neighbors. 

“We don’t fit into this neighborhood — the neigh- 
borhood has Yuppified,” said Kelleran. “We’ve been 
abused. They’re trying to put us out of business. They 
don’t want us there.” 

Police have begun cracking down on noisy neigh- 
borhood hangouts after Community Board 1 members 
called for better enforcement against raucous bars and 
pondered a moratorium on new licenses this spring. 

And the city has received seven complaints about 
Coco66 in the past year, most recently one for having over 
75 people inside at a show — more than capacity. 

That said, the bar has been a favorite among the neigh- 
borhoods indie and punk rock fans, and was nearing its 
sixth anniversary, when its liquor license lapsed. 

Kelleran claimed that the license expired because a 
check bounced. He added that he did not see a warning 
letter from the State Liquor Authority until July 13, three 
days after the raid. 

But a liquor authority spokesman said that Kelleran 
“waited until the last minute” before renewing his appli- 
cation — and he should have stopped serving beer and li- 
quor when the license became inactive. 

And Community Board 1 member Mieszko Kalita blamed 
Kelleran ignoring his “duty to renew the license.” 

“We have had some complaints from the noise and 
its crowds — where they have had 300 people inside 
and 100 people outside,” added Kalita. 

Now the bar faces charges from the state, which could 
include hefty fines, the suspension and even cancella- 
tion of the license. 

Neighbors on the street were shocked at what un- 
folded. 


Ratner fights rodents 

Developer agrees to finance rat-fighting efforts

Rat-plagued residents of 
Prospect Heights will get re- 
lief from the rodent infesta- 
tion caused by the Atlantic 
Yards project — courtesy of 
the developer himself. 

Bruce Ratner’s company 
announced last week that it 
would reimburse residents for 
rat-proof garbage cans in re- 
sponse to criticism from neigh- 
bors who claim that construc- 
tion of the Barclays Center 
arena has spawnedabooming, 
out-of-control rodent popula- 
tion that is feasting on unpro- 
tected sidewalk trash. 

“It’s a good step, but it’s 
one piece of the puzzle,” said 
Peter Krashes, president of 
the Dean Street Block As- 
sociation. 

The company agreed to 
tackle the problem after a 
wave of protest from resi- 
dents dealing with the fall- 
out of Ratner’s construction 
of the 19,000-seat arena for 
the Brooklyn-bound Nets — 
the first phase of a currently 
stalled, $4.9-billion, 16-tower 
megadevelopment. 

Ratner’s company agreed 
to also install more garbage 
cans at the construction site 


itself after Health Depart- 
ment inspectors blamed 
construction workers’ poor 
food disposal habits for the 
rat problem. 

Neighbors have long 
sought relief from a plague 
of rats that allegedly began 
when excavation work for the 
arena began in 2007. Since 
then, the area has become 


a veritable Mecca for rats, 
who build their nests near 
ready sources of water and 
food waste. Storing trash 
inside of enclosed, rodent- 
proof containers — instead 
of in garbage bags left over- 
night on the street — is a 
proven method of pest con- 
trol, along with setting rat 
baits, according to the De- 


the run — for now. 

But Tracy Collins, who 
lives on Dean Street between 
Sixth and Carlton avenues, 
said he’s worried that the 
problem will return once the 
Barclays Center starts wel- 
coming throngs of basketball 
fans — and the litter they 
leave behind. 

“It’s going to last for who 
knows how long,” he said.

Gage and Tollner was 
once the fanciest restau- 
rant in the city — but now 
its landmarked dining room 
is home to a discount jewel- 
ery store. 

Ladies & Gents opened on 
Sunday in the former Fulton 
Mall restaurant, between Jay 
Street and Red Hook Lane, 
the latest location for a tri- 
state chain that sells fash- 
ion items to customers look- 
ing for glitzy, but affordable, 
merchandise. 

“We’re expecting to do 
well here,” said Assistant 
Manager Efi Shalev. “So 
far it’s been good.” 

The shop’s opening is part 
of the ongoing transforma- 
tion of a once-fabled loca- 
tion, which housed the fish 
and chophouse from 1892 


until its untimely demise 
in 2004 led to a rebirth as 
a short-lived T.G.I. Friday’s 
and an Arby’s. 

The roast-beef-and-curly- 


fries hotspot lasted just seven 
months, closing last August. 

The ground-floor store re- 
mained shuttered for nearly 
one year, most likely because 


the site is so difficult to rent 
because its interior — which 
features cherry wood panel- 
ing, ornate gas lamps and a 
marble -toppedbar — is land- 
marked. 

Ladies & Gents has added 
track lighting and wall panels 
to give the space a more mod- 
em feel, but the original bar, 
lamps and revolving door re- 
main intact. 

Shoppers were stunned at 
the transformation. 

“They set it up well,” said 
Vanessa Castro, a nurse from 
Bushwick. “The prices are 
pretty good, too.” 

But others lamented the 
change, saying it destroyed 
a piece of the borough’s his- 
tory. 

“It’s sad,” said Toby Nem- 
iroff, who frequented Gage 
and Tollner as a girl. “The res- 
taurant was an experience.”

“My plan is the exact opposite of loudmouths of the 
neighborhood — but right now I feel terrible,” said Kelle- 
ran. “I feel defeated.” 

If he does reopen — with a new liquor license — he 
can expect a thirsty visitor.

PS 29 principal gets slush fund 

$8,000 account to spend on making the school better

Parents at scandal-tarred 
PS 29 have created an $ 8,000 
slush fund for their beloved 
principal — and it’s all le- 
gal. 

Fifth-grade parents at the 
tony Cobble Hill school — 
where a former PTA treasurer 
stole more than $80,000 last 
year — said they wanted to 
honor 1 0 -year principal Mel- 
anie Woods by setting up a 
special fund that she gets to 
control. 

“We wanted to have a 
certain recognition built 
in to show appreciation for 
her leadership,” said Jane 
Heaphy, the PTA’s co-pres- 
ident. 

Woods took over the 
Henry Street school in 2001, 
and parents credit her with 
keeping class sizes down, re- 
cruiting top-notch teachers 
and launching initiatives like 
a garden-to-cafe project and 
a popular collaborative team- 
teaching program — even as 
the city slashed $ 1 million in

funding since 2006. 

“PS 29 is the heart of our 
community — and its be- 
cause of the contributions of 
Melanie,” said Pietro Costa, 
who donated to the princi- 
pal’s fund. 

Many schools setup such 
accounts, which must be used 
on school improvements or 


special programs under the 
oversight of the Department 
of Education. 

And Woods will be closely 
watched as she spends the 
money, given that PS 29 was 
rocked by scandal earlier this 
year when former PTA Trea- 
surer Providence Hogan was 
arrested for stealing $ 82,000 


from the parent group. 

Hogan used the pilfered 
cash to pay for fertility treat- 
ments and rent at her Atlan- 
tic Avenue spa. Last week, she 
avoidedjail time in aplea deal 
that requires her to pay back 
the money with interest. 

Woods said she isn’t wor- 
ried about any negative con- 
nection to the prior PTA scan- 
dal. 

“Anything has potential 
for sparking controversy — 
but I’m confident that a good 
decision will be made,” said 
Woods, who is considering 
using the fund for teacher 
workshops and planning 
lessons run by the Teachers 
College Reading and Writ- 
ing Project. 

Whatever she chooses 
to do, PS 29 kids will ben- 
efit from the stunning fund- 
raising prowess of parents at 
the elite public school, which 
is between Baltic and Kane 
streets. Last year, even as the 
Hogan scandal broke, the 
PTA raised an eye-opening 
$700,000. 


barred the Corps from using 
federal funds to move.

“We have had conversa- 
tions with Rep. Grimm: We 
[no longer] have any plans to 
move our permanent staff off 
of Fort Hamilton,” said Corps 
spokesman Justin Ward. 

The battle began in March, 
when the Corps said it was 
eyeing a spot in Lower Man- 
hattan because only five of 
its 100 employees live in Bay 
Ridge. 

But the proposal came un- 
der fire because taxpayers 
would pay the $1 million a 
year in rent for the glitzy new 
office, up from the $ 130,000 
that the Corps pays at Fort 
Hamilton. Others worried 
that a Corps pullout would 
open the base up to devel- 
opment. 

Grimm had vowed that 
“the flag will not be moved 
— not on my watch.” So he 
inserted language into the 
appropriations bill that re- 
ally put the squeeze on the 
Corps plan: 

“None of the funds in this 
Act may be used by the Corps 
of Engineers to relocate, or 
study the relocation of, any 
regional division headquar- 
ters of the Corps located at 
a military installation or

any permanent employees 
of such headquarters,” the 
bill reads. 

Inserting such language 
into appropriations bills is 
nothing unique, of course. 
The very same bill, for ex- 
ample, bars the government 
from shutting down its con- 
troversial Yucca Mountain 
nuclear depository construc- 
tion project, though both Sen. 
Harry Reid (D -Nevada) and 
President Obama want to cur- 
tail the effort.

In the third, Reyes 
grounded out to second, but 
he finally made his mark in 
the sixth inning, ripping the 
cover off a ball and sending 
it deep to center field wall 
for a stand-up double. After 
moving to third on a ground- 
out, he led fans in a chant of 
“Jose, Jose, Jose, Jose!” — 
his CitiField theme song. 

“I’m out here in New 
York, this is Brooklyn, you 
know?” he explained later. 
“I still have fans here so it’s 
good to see people come out 
and support me.” 

He scored later in the in- 
ning on a bloop single. 


In the field, Reyes only got 
to show off his rocket arm 
once, scooping up a slow-roll- 
ing ground ball in the third 
and firing it on a line to first 
for the out. 

Reyes was pulled in the 
sixth inning, but got a thun- 
derous applause from the an- 
nounced crowd of 8,126. 

“He played very well to- 
day I was really impressed 
with him,” said Sheepshead 
Bay resident Gus Eisenstein. 
“Being a Mets and Cyclones 
fan, I was very happy that 
the fans gave him a big re- 
action.” 

But it wasn’t just how 
Reyes performed on the field 
that left the Cyclones regu- 
lars awestruck, the team was 
impressed from the moment 
the star shortstop stepped into 
the clubhouse. 

“He enjoys the game, but 
the thing I like most about 
him is when he came to the 
ballpark today he walked 
in and he spent 45 minutes 
doing exercises and getting 
loose and getting ready, then 
he went out and took ground 
balls, then he went out and 
hit, it was his preparation,” 
said Cyclones Manager Rich 
Donnelly. “You could see that 
that’s what he does everyday 
and he’s worked hard to get 
where he’s at.” 


Daniel Muno, the Cy- 
clones regular shortstop 
and leadoff man, was more 
than happy to make room 
for Reyes — if only for the 
chance to soak in everything 
he could. 

“We took some ground- 
ers together and I was just 
trying to mimick him,” said 
Muno, who was 2-for-4 on 
the day to raise his average 
to a Reyes-like .361. “He’s 
got such unbelievable skills. 
And he’s a really down-to- 


earth guy.” 

Muno found out that 
Reyes would be taking his 
place on the field and in the 
lineup after doing the most 
Reyes-esque of things. 

“I actually hit a triple the 
other day, and coach said, 
‘Looks like you’re going to 
be moving down the ladder 
on Monday — Jose Reyes is 
coming to join us,”’ Muno 
recounted. “I said, ‘That’s 
awesome, I’ll move down 
the ladder anytime for that 


guy.’” 

Reyes upheld the long- 
standing tradition of buying 
his minor league colleagues 
a post-game meal — this 
one catered from Gargiu- 
lo’s down the block. 

“He bought us all din- 
ner,” said Donnelly. “And 
Gargiulo’s — this ain’t no 
nickel and dime joint. 

“He’s a class act,” added 
Donnelly. “And he re- 
members where he came 
from.”

Cyclone first baseman won't give

Regardless of his equip- 
ment, Cole hasn’t disap- 
pointed: he has a perfect 
fielding percentage with 69 
putouts. And he’s shown an 
uncanny ability to snatch 
balls out of the dirt.

H ey, Shakespeare — Fuhgeddabou- 
dit! 

Brave New World Repertory’s 
newest site-specific production adds some 
much-needed “dese” and “dems” to up- 
date the Bard, Brooklyn-style. 

In “The Merry Wives of Windsor (Ter- 
race),” a free production running July 
28-31, the company takes some liber- 
ties with Shakespeare’s domestic com- 
edy, setting it in the neighborhood during 
the 1980s with the knight Falstaff rei- 
magined as a low-level gangster, and the 
women he tries to swindle as big haired, 
“Real Housewives” types. 

And, of course, there’s lots of Brook- 
lynese — a bit of Clifford Odets mixed 
with that guy from Avon — but does 
it work? 

“The Brooklyn accent sings with this 
language in a way Shakespeare probably 
would have been surprised by,” said com- 
pany founder Claire Beckman, who stars 
as Mistress Ford in the play. “The cadence 
and music of Brooklynese plays beauti- 
fully with Shakespeare’s language.” 
Still, the play did require some changes 
— the Thames, a body-dumping ground 
in the original, becomes the Gowanus 
Canal; and Prospect Park, Canarsie and 
Carroll Gardens substitute for English 
parks and neighborhoods. And, of course, 
Windsor is always referred to as Wind- 
sor Terrace. 

“Our Brooklyn take on the play is a very 
affectionate love letter to an old Brook- 
lyn that’s disappearing,” said Beckman 
(save, of course, for pubs like Farrell’s 
on Prospect Park West) . “We set it back 
before the information age, when peo- 
ple were a little more social, out on their 
stoop messing in each other’s business, 
and Brooklyn was a little bit louder and

less gentrified.” 

And this being the ’80s, think big hair, 
shoulder pads and leggings.

hese fresh and tasty anchovies 
are wanted: dead and fried. 
Smorgasburg hordes are clam- 
oring for a taste of Neil and Renae 
Holland’s crispy fishies, and their 
brainchild, called Bon Chovie, is close 
to achieving a rabid fan base seldom 
seen since that of their namesake, Bon 
Jovi (circa 1986, of course). 

“We showedup at Smorgasburg on 
day one and sold out in a manner of a 
few hours,” said Renae. “We couldn’t 
believe how excited people were.” 
The husband-and-wife duo is as 
surprised as anyone by how readily 
Brooklyn’s foodies have embraced the 
oft-maligned anchovy — so often the 
butt of culinary punch lines. 

Of course, the clever name doesn’t

“The dream is for our business to 
mirror the longevity that Bon Jovi 
has demonstrated,” laughed Neill.

Bon Chovie’s anchovy treats — 
which can be ordered “original,” 


with the head and tail removed, or 
the quick-and-dirty “Jersey-style,” 
which is the full, uncleaned fish — 
are flash fried and sprinkled with 
sea salt, then sided with paprika aioli 
and pickled peppers for $6. 

The unlikely success of their small- 
bait business has allowedNeill and Re- 
nae to consider a real future in fish. 

“We’re trying to pick up another 
market, maybe introduce a few new 
menu items,” said Renae. “We could 
do a truck, a packaged product, a 
restaurant. There are so many ways 
to go.” 

Needless to say, they’re gonna 
hold on to what they’ve got.

New Ridge deli goes 
back to Bklyns roots

B ay Ridge has struck gold 
— in the form of home- 
made egg salad, potato - 
horseradish knishes, and gi- 
ant pastrami sandwiches. 

The highly anticipated 
Gold Coast Delicatessen qui- 
etly opened on Wednesday, 
bringing a touch of bygone, 
egg cream-era Brooklyn to 
what has traditionally been 
a red sauce-saturated stretch 
of Third Avenue. 

“The minute we put out 
our welcome board, people 
started filing in,” said co- 
owner Ted Mann. “Olderpeo- 
ple earlier in the day, and a 
younger set later at night. It’s 
all about nostalgia — every- 
one seems to have a fond- 
ness for this sort of classic 


Brooklyn cuisine.” 

Chopped liver and kasha 
varnishkes seem an unlikely 
pursuit for Mann and his part- 
ner Michael Esposito — who 
co -own hot dining destina- 
tions such as Apartment 138 
in Cobble Hill, Bar 4 in Park 
Slope and Cebu, also in Bay 
Ridge — but they were de- 
termined to fill a gap in the 
local food scene. 

“It was important to us to 
not try and duplicate or redo 
anything that had done be- 
fore,” saidEsposito. “We know 
and love this neighborhood, 
and we wanted to give it what 
it needed. A classic deli.” 
Not that Gold Coast is 
your standard take-a-num- 
ber cold cut counter; it’s a 
fully realized 70-seat res- 
taurant and bar, with snazzy 
black-and-white tiled floors,

vintage furnishings and fix- 
tures, and a long, glass en- 
closed “porch” peering out 
onto the street. 

“We’re also making as 
much of the food as possible 
in house,” said Mann. “The 
chef is actually breaking 
down whole fresh tuna for 
the tuna salad. We’re steam- 
ing and curing our own meats 


for sandwiches. Our pastry 
chef is even baking black- 
and-white cookies.” 

A grand opening for the 
deluxe delicatessen is tenta- 
tively scheduled for July 28 
— the day the liquor license 
comes in — along with a for- 
mal ribbon cutting and bless- 
ing by none other than notori- 
ous lunch-meat lover, Borough 


President Markowitz. 

“He really wanted to do it. 
He even asked to have a sand- 
wich named after him,” said 
Mann. “We’re not sure what 
that would be, yet.” 

Ham on rye seems fit- 
ting.

Joe tells you how to grill a steak 

Prime Time

W e’re in the full swing of summer, so 
I’m sure most of you have been grill- 
ing everything from the simple hot 
dog to the sophisticated porterhouse. For 
the latter, here are some my inside tips to 
making a perfect steak. 

I like to choose a steak that is at least an 
inch thick. Prime, of course, should be your 
first choice of grade. 

Get your steaks up to room temperature 
before grilling — this makes for an even 
cook. And be sure to season them — salt 
and pepper work wonders. 

Before grilling, you should always clean 
your grill with a high-quality grill brush, 
then wipe the grates with a slightly moist- 
ened rag and a touch of oil to ensure a nice 
sear. You also want to turn your grill on at 
least 15 minutes before grilling to prevent 
the meat from sticking to the grill. 

Now we are ready to grill ! Grill with the top 
down — this will increase the grill’s tempera- 
ture and cut down the cooking time. But don’t 
open it until the steak’s grilled for four min- 
utes. Turning the steak too soon can prevent 
searing all the wonderful juices inside. 

You will know when your steak is ready to 
be turned when it does not stick to the grill 


Meat and greet: You can do this too, 
if you follow Joe's grilling guide. 


— medium rare or medium is all a quality 
steak needs to be cooked to. Oh, and never 
use a fork to turn the steaks — although 
this looks really cook, all you will do is put 
holes in the steak and let the juices run out. 
Use a pair of tongs instead. 

Lastly, let the steak sit a few minutes be- 
fore cutting into it so the juices relax. 

Now that you know how to grill a perfect 
steak, this week, I am giving you a recipe for 
the Cajun marinated rib-eye steak straight out 
of the Morton’s Bible, with a potato walnut and 
grape salad on the side. Here we go: 



CAJUN MARINATED RIB EYE WITH POTATO 
WALNUT AND GRAPE SALAD 


Four 16 oz. rib-eye 
steaks, prime aged if 
available 

1/2 cup of Morton's 
Cajun Seasoning, or 
any Cajun spice you 
like 

2 cups salad oil 

1-1/2 lbs. red potatoes 
cut in quarters 
1/2 cup mayonnaise 
1/2 cup sour cream 
1 cup red grapes, 
halved 

1 stalk of celery, diced 

3 ounces toasted 
walnut halves 

3 tbls. chives, sliced 
5 fresh mint leaves, 
sliced thin 

With a regularfork, stab 
the meat about 25 times 
on each side. 

Place the Cajun season- 


Yields four portions 

ing in a shallow pan. 

Press the steaks into the 
Cajun spice, then reshape 
the steak and submerge it 
in the salad oil in a sepa- 
rate pan. Repeatthistill all 
the steaks are done. 

Let these marinate for at 
least 60 hours in the fridge. 
In other words if you want 
to eat on Saturday, make 
them on Wednesday! 

Three days later ... 

Start of by putting the 
potatoes in a pot with cold 
water and salt. Boil them 
until they are just under- 
done. A toothpick should 
go through them with some 
resistance. 

Strain, do not rinse, the 
potatoes. Lay them out on 
a cookie pan and popthem 


into the fridge to cool. 

In a bowl, mix the re- 
maining ingredients to- 
gether. 

When the potatoes are 
cool, gently fold them into 
the mix and season with salt 
and pepper. Done. 

About a half hour before 
you are ready to grill the 
steaks, take them out of the 
oil and let them drain on a 
wire rack. If there is too much 
oil left on the steak when you 
put them on the grill, thefire 
department will be joining 
you for your BBQ. 

Get your grill nice and 
hot then wipe off any ex- 
cess oil that is on the steaks 
with a spatula or a towel. 

You know what to do 
next!

FBI storms into East Williamsburg's 
McKibbin Lofts looking for hackers

A worldwide crackdown 
on the hacker group known 
as Anonymous touched down 
in the McKibbin Lofts in East 
Williamsburg early on Tues- 
day — but the target of the 
FBI raid there had already 
flown the coop, residents and 
authorities said. 

The blitz was part of a 
counterattack against the 
elusive global hacker collec- 
tive that has allegedly coor- 
dinated large-scale attacks 
on corporate and government 
websites, including PayPal, 
MasterCard and Visa. Au- 
thorities arrested 16 alleged 
hackers across the globe and 
also searched buildings in 


Long Island. 

But they were late to the 
party in Williamsburg. 

“They were looking for the 
old tenants,” said Meaghan 
Ralph, 21 , who hadjust moved 
into the sprawling artist col- 
ony two weeks before and 
had only gotten three hours of 
sleep when a half-dozen armed 
agents pounded her door. 

“They were trying to be 
nice when they realized I 
wasn’t a criminal master- 
mind.” 

An FBI spokesman con- 
firmed that agents came to 
255 McKibbin St. to search 
the apartment. 

“Given the transient na- 
ture of the occupants, once 
they saw they were no lon- 


ger there, [the agents] they 
made the assessment that 
they don’t have the need or 
probable cause to continue 
the search,” said FBI spokes- 
man Jim Margolin. 

It was unclear what role 
the previous tenants had in 
the global hacker conspiracy, 
or whether the feds are still 
searching for them. 

“They cracked jokes 
about how the whole build- 
ing smelled like weed and 
that they were going to get 
a contact high,” said Ralph. 
“They said we had a really 
cool apartment and that they 
would want to live there if 
they were 22 or 23.” 

It’s not the first time the 
authorities have chilled at the 


McKibbin Lofts — and it’s 
unlikely to be the last. 

Two months ago, police 
swept through the buildings 
after armed robbers mugged 


tenants in their living rooms 
three times over the span 
of a week. 

And city inspectors have 
responded to several calls 


in the past two years over 
illegal construction work 
and tenement-like living 
conditions.

which consists of 11 addi- 
tional high-rises slated to go 
up west of Sixth Avenue. 

But the ruling won’t stop 
the arena, currently rising at 
the corner of Atlantic and 
Flatbush avenues, from mov- 
ing forward. 

Joe DePlasco, a spokesper- 
sonforthe developer, said con- 
struction will continue on the 
Barclays Center, whose facade 
along Atlantic Avenue is set 
to go up next week. 

The ruling also permitted 
work to move forward on the 
handful of residential build- 
ings west of Sixth Avenue, 
though all but one have been 
stalled indefinitely due to a 
lack of financing. 

“The arena is scheduled 
to open, as planned in Sep- 
tember, 2012,” saidDePlasco. 
“We are also working aggres- 
sively to start the residential 
portion of the project.” 

Still, Atlantic Yards op- 
ponents applauded the ver- 
dict anyway. 


“This decision sends a clear 
message that no state authority 
or politically connected real 
estate developer can be above 
the law,” said District Leader 
Jo Anne Simon (D-Brooklyn 
Heights). 

In light of the verdict, proj- 
ect critics also demanded that 
the state throw out Ratner’s 
plans beyond the arena and 
start from scratch. 

“The [state should] con- 
sider a project that truly 
provides affordable hous- 
ing, public open space and 
meaningful benefits in a 
timely and financially fea- 
sible manner,” said Candace 
Carponter, the legal direc- 
tor of Develop Don’t Destroy 
Brooklyn, another group in- 
volved in the lawsuit. 

Empire State Develop- 
ment Corporation spokes- 
person Elizabeth Mitchell 
defended the state’s initial 
approval of the project. 

“The state complied with 
all laws applicable to the proj - 
ect,” Mitchell said.

by skirting a public review 
process. 

“The federal government 
[must] keep its promise . . . 
that parkland developed or 
improved with federal tax- 
payers’ money will remain 
available for public use, or at 
the very least, will be replaced 
with substitute parkland of 
equal or greater value,” Vi- 
taliano wrote in his final de- 
cision this week. 

The ruling was a vic- 
tory for community groups 
including the Brooklyn 
Heights Association and Ful- 


ton Ferry Landing Associ- 
ation, which sued in Janu- 
ary claiming that the park 
service capitulated to pres- 
sure from the Bloomberg Ad- 
ministration, which wanted 
to turn the property over to 
St. Ann’s Warehouse. 

The DUMBO theater com- 
pany had planned to con- 
vert the roofless structure 
into a $ 15-million mixed- 
use performance hall and 
plaza and restore the va- 
cant building. 

Representatives from St. 
Ann’s, which will be booted 
from its current rent-free Water 
Street home next spring, didn’t 


respond to repeated requests 
for comment. Developer David 
Walentas has given St. Ann’s 
Warehouse space in a building 
at the corner of Dock and Wa- 
ter streets for the last decade, 
but now plans to tear down the 
one-story structure as part of 
his controversial Dock Street 
development. 

The lawsuit followed a de- 
cision by the National Park 
Service and state officials to 
secretly redraw the boundar- 
ies of Empire-Fulton Ferry 
State Park in 2009. By re- 
moving the historic buildings 
from the park map, the gov- 
ernment paved the way for 
the land to be handed over for 
private development. 

The case claimed two 


things: that the state lied to 
feds about the location of the 
building so that it would no 
longer be part of the federally 
protected parkland of Em- 
pire-Fulton Ferry State Park 
— and that the National Parks 
Service dodged its review du- 
ties by not questioning a state 
assertion that nobody used 
the warehouse even though 
it actually has a long history 
of community support, fund- 
ing and repair. 

The defendants, including 
the National Park Service, the 
state -run Brooklyn Bridge 
Park Development Corpora- 
tion, argued that the struc- 
tures were never meant to be 
included in the parkland and 
that they were placed on the 


map by “mistake.” 

But Vitaliano rejected 
that claim, saying “evidence 
points to only one finding” 
— that the state had intended 
to include the structures on 
a park map and understood 
it was breaking the law by 
removing them.

So the case was handled 
by Kakani, a Staten Island 
Assistant District Attorney, 
who tackled the case as if he 
was handling a murder trial 
— the murder of the justice 
system itself. The conviction 
could have put Perfetto in the 
slammer for a year. 

The former district leader 
opted not to use the sentenc- 
ing hearing to atone, choos- 
ing instead to tell Jeong that 
an honest mistake had been 
made — and not by him. 

Perfetto admitted that he 
signed the court document 
that only lawyers can sign, 
but it wasn’t his fault. 

“The Notice of Appear- 
ance that I signed was hastily 
pushed in front of me to sign 
by the court officer,” Perfetto 
said. “I’m a detail-oriented 
person, but I was not given 
time to question it.” 

The always nattily dressed 
Perfetto said people often 
mistake him for an attorney, 
but that’s not his fault. 

“My nine days in this 
courtroom convinced me 
of the lack of respect many 
people have [in] court, and 
why court personnel would 
assume, based upon my busi- 
ness attire, that I was an at- 
torney.” Perfetto said, add- 
ing that nowadays, the only 


people wearing ties in court 
are attorneys. 

“I did not enter the build- 
ing through the attorney’s en- 
trance, but though the scan- 
ners with everyone else. Each 
time I did so, the court of- 
ficers asked me why I was 
passing through the scanners, 
I simply answered, ‘I’m not 
an attorney.’ ” 

Kakani did show some 
compassion at the sentenc- 
ing hearing, asking that the 
community service that Per- 
fetto, who turned 77 this 
week, be forced to perform 
befit someone of his years. 
His more than 50 years as a 
civic activist and public ser- 
vant should also be taken into 
account, he said. 

“We don’t want to see 
him on the side of the road 
picking up trash,” Kakani 
explained. 

The case file has not yet 
been sent to Hynes’s com- 
munity service program, so 
it is unclear what service Per- 
fetto will be ordered to per- 
form. 

Jeong agreed that Per- 
fetto’s punishment should 
be “based on his age and 
his history of community 
service” — but he couldn’t 
hide his displeasure at Per- 
fetto’s actions. 

“You did practice law 


without a license,” he told 
the elderly private eye. “What 
you did was like someone 
performing surgery and 
then announcing that he 
never practiced medicine, 
so some punishment is ap- 
propriate.”

“ [They] can bike, but they 
cannot hide,” said Geor- 
gia Winston, a lawyer for 
Neighbors for Better Bike 
Lanes, which sued the city 
to remove the controversial 
path in March. 

The lawsuit claims that the 
city manipulated data to prove 
that the bike lane — which 
was installed in place of one 
lane of car traffic last sum- 
mer — gets more use than it 
really does. 

It also alleges that the proj- 
ect was supposed to be tem- 
porary and that the lane made 
the busy street more danger- 
ous for everyone — although 
the Department of Transpor- 


tation has long trumpeted it 
as a safety success. 

That’s part of why the city’s 
legal team is fighting lane op- 
ponents’ most recent legal 
move, which requires Lander 
and Sadik-Kahn to show up 
in court on July 20. 

“We will move to quash 
the subpoena — and are con- 
fident that our motion will 
be granted,” Mark Muschen- 
heim, a lawyer for the city. 
“We believe that after areview 
of [documents] the court will 
support the city’s actions.” 

If you believe recent 
surveys, neighbors already 
do.
